FINGER PRINTS AS EVIDENCE 


New York Negro Convicted of Murder 
In First Degree. 


New York, Jan . 28.— Joseph Roberts, 
a negro, was convicted of murder in 
the first degree for the killing of Isaac 
Vogel, a Jew elry salesman, on Dec. 5.
